We may be'mistaken in our judgment, 


but it sterns to us that the step taken by 
the president is unwise. 
The elections 


just held cannot by any process of poli- 
tical reasoning with which we are fa- 
miliar be regarded as favorable to a ship 
subsidy.

gard them as distinctly unfavorable. This 
scheme for theoretically building up an 
American merchant marine has never 
been popular. 
Regardless of whether its 


soundness is open to quesii.-m. the people 
have disliked the idea of creating mer- 
chant shipping by this method. 
The fur- 


ther fact that ship subsidy has alwnys 
been a pet enterprise of the standpat ele- 
ment has not improved its repute. 


In Wisconsin and this section of the 


country ship subsidy lias few friend*; or 
defenders, and in the country as a whole 
the prejudice against it is very strong. 
(Jovernment assistance to private capital 
has thus far in our national history been 
confined to those interests which have 
gained great political influence throuch 
organization and 
concentration 
of the 


power of wealth. 
The policy of proie*- 


tion has covered a multitude of subsidies 
to our industrial interests that in many 
instances were pure gratuities. 
In the 


years gone by the railroads have been 
.subsidized, while commercial and other in- 
terests have been similarly supported by 
the federal government. 


There are two classes who have never, 


however, been permitted to pariake at the 
public pie counter. 
They arc the farmer 


and the laboring group. We do not know 
that these groups even now expo -t t - > b<- 
made the beneliciaries of federal pater- 
nalism, but we think it is well settled that 
they are not sympathetic toward the prin- 
ciple of subsidies as applied to the indus- 
trial and commercial life o:' the country.

HANDLING THE CANOE 


The canoe is a great little craft and 


for its weight makers have turned 
out a wonderfully strong and sturdy 
affair. 
Naturally, however, it 
has 


its weak points, but 
need never 


be subjected to 
the test if the 


canoe is correctly 
handled. A 65- 


pound canoe will safely carry al- 
most half a ton, but in doing so, with 
safety to the canoe, the weight should 
he distributed over the length of 16 
feet and the width of three feet and 
never shot into one end or place. In 
loading the 
canoe be sure of one 


thing, old timer, and that is that it is 
floating freely and has space to settle 
with the added load without ground- 
ing. 
Place the heavier packs in the 


middle and as flat as possible in the 
bottom so that when fully loaded the 
canoe will lie on nn even keel. Any- 
thing sticking above the gunwales 
simply means that much more surface 
for the wind to strike which makes 
the canoe top-heavy. 


Before starting down stream lash 


everything fast, particularly so far 
running fast water or rapids. This 
can bo easily done by tying a rope to 
the forward thwart*nnd then thread- 
ing it through the handles of the dulTlc 
bags or the straps of the packs and 
on to the rear thwarts. 
If you hit u 


submerged rock in the white water 
and go overboard you will find all your 
kit safely attached to the canoe nnd 
waterproof. 
If the packs are loosely 


arranged in the canoe', however, you'll 
probably spend a day trying to locate 
them down stream and some of the 
kit you never will find. It's an easy 
"safety first" in the game and should 
not be overlooked. 


The 
canoe 
should 
always 
be 


brought up to shore broadside on and 
never bow first and it is better dope 
to step out into the water rather than 
run up on a rock or gravel bottom. 
And the canoe should never be hauled 
up on the shore and then unload- 
ed, nor should it be loaded on shore 
and then pulled into the water. In 
boarding a cnnoe let the weight down 
as lightly as possible nnd be sure 
there are no snags or rocks under thn 
canoe, unon 
wWch your 
additional 


weight will crush the bottom.
